Resnming his review of the prisoner's con-
duoct while he was in the city of London, so
far a8 the Government detectives have been
treca it ont, Poland eaid, it was
last that Cuopninpgham moved
into Scarboro street, [rom his lodzings in
Prescott street. The Scarbore  strest
lodginga are qnite near t> the ones
deserted. The brovn trunk which had
moved from the Broad Street Station
to the Prescott Street house, and which
disappeared [rom the |atter place belore the
prisoner's removal thence, was taken nway
during the temporary absence of the prisoner
Just before going out Cun-
ningham told the landlady the brown trunk
belonged to a frieud who might at any time
call for it, but if he called for it during the
prisoner's absence, to tell him to remain if
convenient until his return, as he would not
be gone lorg, The stranger did call, and
depart, but the landlady did not notice
whetner he took the tramk. Sabsequently
she cheerved the trunk was gooe, and that a
box of similsr shape, siza aud eolor had
been subsiitutied for it in Conningham’s
The ilatectives had traced
this brown box, end found it had been
purchased in White Chapel in the vicinity
of the P'rescoit street lodgings the same
day the prisoner left the message concern-
iog the trunk, and presamably by Canoiag
nam, for Lhe very purpois of gubstitution,

In the Prescott street house, continned
Peoland, Canniongham gave his name a3 (:il-
bert, and toid the landlady he was, hy occa-
paticn, & commsreial traveler. When he

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here he gave his ocoupation as that of a
grocery clerk, but he told her he did not
like the work, and was seeking another sita-
ation. Aflter the prisoner's arresi, when he
was taxed with changing his name to Dal
ton when he moved intwo Scarboro sireet, he
said, "It is & lie. I never did so;"”
but when asked to explain bow it
that bis landlady in Secarboro
called bim Dalton, the prisoner
said be conld not account for it. He had,
be insisted, given her his name as Gilberi,
and when he fonnd she had adoptad the
calling him Dalton he thought it
WAS a walter of no consequence to correct
her, This indn!gerce in aleases the prisoner
had seemed to find necessary aimost from
the moment of his landing in Fagland, For
instance, when he was first arrested he told
the police be lived in Liverpoc! and had
come down to London to enjoy a Loliday in
the Tower. When reqnested to glve his
Liverpool address he suid he lived at No, 2%
Robert street. Tu another officer he gave
No, o] Robert street as the place. To another
be said he lived in London, and this time
gave the Scarboro street address.

a ticket at the bottom steps and ascending

served, he counla easily on that day have de-
poeited an@quantity of explosives in any
one of the many recesses or corners, and
even have lighted a tuse without ettracting
attention, It weu!d be shown the prisoner
did both that day, he was seen strolling
through and looking about those rooms be-
tween the hours ol 1and 2 A few minutes
before the explosion bhe was seen in the ar-
mory furtively looking about, and acling as
il Le wished to throw something away., He

! Was watching for an opportunity to deposit

hisdynamite, Almost immediately beiore
the explosion. alittie boy, wandering around
between the stacks of ancient armor in the
armory, noticed something burning with a
faint glow on the floar of the armory. The
boy’s testimony is very plain and circnmstan-
tial on this point., He saw fire and saw
smoke, He described the fire as thatof a
fuse, but conciuded the fuse way the cast
away end of a foree pipe lighter, and passed
on. The boy bad scarcely got beyond the
White Tower walle when the explosion occur-
red. Cunningham bhad been seen a few mo-
ments before leitering in the passaze where
the boy saw the burning fuse.

The explosives operaled trom that point,
as was clearly demonstrated by the rains,
by the large roof stone
blown from the wall near which the boy saw
fire. This was near St. John's Caapel. Po-
land then proceeded to describe the detona-
ter found amoeg the prisoner's effects. This
he said, resembled thoss found in Ludgate
Rill, Chsring Cross and Paddington rairoad
stations, alter thedynamite attempt at those
places, Tt had a sprend eagle stamped
on i\.wlhe detonater was &an inch long and
one-gighth of an inch in diameter, Inside
was a white substance, consisting of chloride
of potassinm and fulmioate of mercary,
This mixture, Poland said, was, according te
the statement of experis, used for exploding
by concussion dynamite or gun cotton only.
The mixture occupied only half the space in
the detonater, but even this small guaatity
if explcded in the hand, said the solicitor,
would shatter the fingers, and if exploded in
the pocket would kill a person, The detona-
ter when found was handled very carefully
by the police. They dared not even pinch
it, becanse the small pin might be thus
pressed and the 1hing would speak for itsell,
“Would it not, Mr. ! Inspector”’ turning to
the inspescior.

“Yes, indeed,” replied the latter official.
“*He it was who found tbe detonater con-
cealed in a sock found in the pocketof s gar-
meni belonging to the prisoner, in which
was also found a pocket diary with two
leaves torn out.”

In conclusion, Mr. Peland said Cunning-
bham, ss charged uynder tha explosive act
withi having cansed he Ttower exp.osion, if
his guilt should be established, was liable to

| imprisonment for life with hard labor. It

he should be found gulilty of only having

| explosives in his possession with intent to
| use them illegally he was liable to twenty

years’ iniprisonment with hard labor, aad he
wae lisble to fourteen years' imprisonment
at hard labor if he should be proved having
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
